the “below par” physical condi­ 
tion we have long known to exist 
in sections where cotton has been 
the principle crop produced. This 
physical improvement is partly ac­ 
credited to the fact that in addi­ 
tion to more dairy and poultry pro­ 
ducts used on the farm family ta­ 
ble, the “butter and egg money” 
makes it possible for them to have 
an abundance of fresh vegetables 
and fruits at all seasons of 
the 
year, thus rounding out the “pro 
tective diet” that dietitians and 
health experts tell us means so 
much in the scheme 
of 
modern 
living. 
For convincing evidence of the 
prosperity tha' follows in the wake 
of practical and consistent methods 
in dairy and poultry production, 
we have only to observe conditions 
in our 
neighboring 
county 
of 
Burleson. 
The Caldwell news of Nov. 8, 
carries a story of 
development 
there during the 
past few years, 
from which we quote as follows: 
“ Prices paid in the county by va­ 
rious m erchants and individuals 


rated well among the prosperous 
farmers of that
